2 words for everyone here. Thank you. Thank you so much. Thank you for the authentic voice... That’s what Westminster has 
given me. Something that | never asked for, and certainly not something | expected. It’s hard to place when | acquired it, but | 
can’t help but think of my first year speech class as the beginning. | remember waking up for class at 7:40am to see Instructor 
Scarvel’s crazy pink glasses, that I’rn almost certain he stole fromm his granddaughter, and listening to whimsical tales of staying up 
late watching Jeopardy. After a speech class that was so much more than just a class, I'll never forget the experience, and 
specifically my last day there as a first year student. It was on this day that | really feel Westminster changed me. Professor 
Scarvel pulled me aside after class to tell me how much potential | had and how | should be a newscaster with a voice like that.

You guessed it, they were just as lame as me and didn’t have any friends either, so it all 
worked out. | had no idea what to expect from dorm life or Westminster in general. What | got were memories | will cherish 
forever. Our nightly hall chats, something that just kind of happened, are possibly my favorites. Everyone in our hall, from all 
different backgrounds and extremely different social groups, would stay up all night not playing games or anything, but just talking. 
Tales of burning Ramen, hiding on the roof, and some others best left unsaid all seem so long ago. | guess this is when | realized 
leaving Westminster every semester for the summer didn’t mean going home, it meant leaving home behind. 

Anyone with a Bachelor's degree can claim to be in a certain percentage of prestigious individuals, America’s academic elite.
